the celery growers of Southern Cali­ 
fornia are closing their most pros­ 
per^.-i ava < »n. 
“We are now receiving 53 cento 
per dozen bunches of green top cel­ 
ery in the eastern m arket,” said C. 
■E. Johnson, secretary of the Celery 
Growers’ association. 
“The best we 
have ever done before this was 33 
cents a dozen. 
A ear of our celery 
as it stands at the packing house in 
Smeltzer is worth $600; the freight 
on It when consigned to New York 
is ’$300. 
There is always a steady 
demand for celery In the winter back 
east. 
Like cranberries, /celery is not 
so much a delicacy as a necessity, 
and the jjeople will have it, no m at­ 
ter how expensive." 
The celery /fields which have pro­ 
duced this year’s wonder crop com- 
price about 2000 acres of i»eat land 
lying ‘between Huntington Beach and 
Santa Ana. Smeltzer la the center of 
the industry and the place where the 
big packing-house is located as well 
as the general offices of /the Celery 
Grower’s Association of Orange coun­ 
ty of which 90 per cent of the grow­ 
ers are members. 
“Although our 
celery acreage 
in 
Southern California 
has 
decreased

Its atm therefore is to cen­ 
ter its interests on the peace scout­ 
ing activities that will fill up the re­ 
creation periods of a boy’s life, and 
give him the training 'Which is neces­ 
sary to the development 
of 
an all- 
around man. 
Everything that tends 
to develop boys in this 
manner Is 
good Scoutcraft, and the Boy Scouts 
of America insist on the knowledge 
of campcraft, 
woodcraft, 
chivalry, 
life-saving, 
personal 
hygiene 
and 
patriotism being put into the boy’s 
recreation education in right proper 
ties.’’
